STEER FEEDING 

AT SGOTT FARM 

The steer feeding experiment 
conducted at thie Scott Experi¬ 
mental Station during the winter 
has just been closed. The ex¬ 
periment consisted of a test of 
prairie hay, oat sheaves, half ra¬ 
tion of) sunfliwer silage, a full ra¬ 
tion of sunflower silage and straw 
only. Each of the five lots re¬ 
ceived ihe same grain ration. 
All lots received as much straw as 
they would consume. 

The profits per head above cost 
of all feeds were as follows: prai¬ 
rie hay $6.29, sheaves $5.60, half 
ration of silage $8.49, full ration 
oifi silage $6.62 and the lot -receiv¬ 
ing only straw $9.36 The great¬ 
est gains were made on full silage 
ration but the cost of the silage 
reduced the profits. The straw 
used was oat straw which idontain- 
ed considerable second growth 
due to the peculiar season of 
1924. This high quality straw at 
$2.00 per ton resulted in the 
greatest profit although the other 
lots received inkjddition to the 
roughage sumdeW- t as much of 
the same kind f H^rfiw a .s they 
Would consume. » 

The steers cost at Scott on No¬ 
vember 27th $4.30 per hundred 
and were valued at $6.00 per hun¬ 
dred F.O.B. Scott on March 23rd. 
The average daily gain for the 
entire period for all steers in the 
respective lots was 2.07 pounds 
per head 

The Scott feeder steers in con¬ 
junction with the -other West¬ 
ern and Eastern Experimental 
Farms are now en route to the 
British market.

MINERAL PRODUCTION 

IN ALBERTA 


Mineral production in Alberta 
totalled in value $22,749,662, in 
the year 1924, according to the 
preliminary report on mineral 
production issued by the Domin ' 
ion Bureau of Statistics. This is 
a decrease from the production 
of the previous year, accounted 
for chiefly by the coal strike dur¬ 
ing the eaarly part of the year. 
Alberta in 1924 dropped to the 
fourth place in mineral produc¬ 
tion in the provinces, having pre¬ 
viously held third place. The 
figures on value of mineral pro¬ 
duction in the province for the 
past three years are as follows: 

1922 $27,872,136 

1923 31,287,536 

1924 22.749,662 

Coal production for the year 

Kvas valued at $19,101,209 com¬ 
pared with $28,018,303 in 1923. 
Clay products were valued at 
$539,581 compared with $590,565 
in 1923. 

Alberta rims a very close sec¬ 
ond to Ontario in the production 
of natural gas, Alberta’s produc¬ 
tion in 1924 having been 7,100,- 
Q00 thousands cubic feet, while 
Ontario’s production was 7,422,- 
512 thousand cubic feet. These 
two provinces produce almost the 
entire Canadian production of 
natural gas. 

Alberta’s production of lime in 
1924 was valued at $36,126 and 
the production of stone at $19,- 
317 in 1924. 

Since the year 19)24, a total .of 
531 tons of tar sands have been 
taken out of the deposits near 
MJcMurray for experimental pur¬ 
poses. The total importation of 
asphalt into Canada was 18.070 
tons in 1924.

However, we are forced to go to vote on the question as to 
Whether the Local church property sfhiall be acquired by the new 
Church Union party (as that piarty bias assumed it will), or whether 
v 7 e continue our ‘church work under the hjarmonious arrangements 
which have, during the whole of our local church history, been 
maintained with thle Presbyterian Chturch.

Shall we submit ourselves to the new and untried organization; and 
shall we pass the the title of our church property to them? 


by a tour covering most of the 
former’s points of interest, commer¬ 
cial, agricultural and scenic, then a 
very valuable addition to one’s 
knowledge of one’s own country has 
been consummated. 

This is the object of the 21-day 
tour of Canada which is now being 
arranged by the Canadian Teacher’s 
Federation in repetition of their very 
successful similar trip last summer. 
The party will leave Toronto west¬ 
bound July 20 and will be back in 
that city August 10. It will be under 
the personal direction of Professor 
Sinclair Laird, Dean of the School 
for Teachers, MacDonald College, 
Quebec. The journey out and return 
will be over Canadian Pacific Railway 
lines, motors and boats and stop-overs 
will be arranged at points of interest. 

Starting from Toronto in the after¬ 
noon, the train passes through a land 
of beautiful lakes, the Muskoka 
region, reaching Sudbury and con¬ 
tinuing through the big game district 
of Northern Ontario and skirling the 
shores of Lake Superior for many 
miles before arriving at Port Arthur 
and Fort William, the twin cities where 
most of the western grain is stored. 
A day is spent in Winnipeg, the 
centre of the greatest grain marketing 
and inspection point in the Empire. 
Half a day is spent in Regina and 
Moose Jaw is reached the same day. 


If the whole question of Churdhl Uniion were to be finally 
settled by outf disposing <of our property to the new body we might 
consider the question in that light; and even be prepared to make 
considerable sacrifSeie for this worthy object. But political 

action has never yet united the Christian church: rather it has ac¬ 
complished the reverse by increasing the number of sects. Will 

local Anglicans, Baptists, Plymouth Brethren, Obritsian Scientists 
and others find it mlore easy to co-operate with the local church 
under the new regime? Certainly not. And until a really 

worth while soluticfn of the much vexed question of Church Union 
is brought forward t|h\e local congregations will de well not t,o throw 
away the advantages thley now possess and enjoy for the shadofws of 
uncertainty.

EXPERIMENT IN GROWING 
TREES & SHRUBS LOCALLY 


The directors of the Chauvin 
Agricultural Society have decid¬ 
ed make a co-operative effort to 
discover the most suitable varie¬ 
ties of shrubs, flowers and trees 
for thsi district. With; this end 
in view Messrs A. E. Keith; L. 
Fahner and C. W. Ryall visited 
the Scott Experimental Farm, 
Tuesday April 14th, tlhe expenses 
being pooled by the directors 
who are paying all expenses from 
their own pocket. 

The Chauvin delegates were 
given a cordial welcome by Mr. 
Mathews (late of Lethbridge Sta¬ 
tion), Mr. TTinline having been 
promoted to Brandon. A very 
active day was spent overlooking 
the Various plots of trees, shrubs 
and the flower beds, and obtain¬ 
ing information at to culture. 
They also brought back a large 
consignment of plants for distri¬ 
bution among the directors of the 
Agricultural Society. 

They report that the officials 
of the experimental station were 
exceedingly busy, as the rush of 
spring work was just beginning. 
There was plenty -off moisture at 
the Soott farm, snow having laid 
six feet ddeep in tlhe tree plots 
evidence of this was to be observ- 
iin theh height of the rabbit shew- 
ings. The officials had had quite 
a 'combat with the rabbits and 
found that a poisoned mixture of 
rled oats was the most successful 
means to reduce their numbers.

FACTS ABOUT BEE DISEASES 


MOVIES 


(Experimental Farm Note ) 


There are comparatively few 
bee diseases and there few may 
be divided into two classes, name¬ 
ly, those that attaicik the adult 
bees and those that attack the 
brood. Of the former there is but 
little known. The Isle of Wight 
disease, the cause of which has 
been recently found to be a mite 
locating in the spiracles or breath¬ 
ing tubes of the bee, is so far un- 
knowo on this continent Par¬ 
alysis, another disease of adult 
bees is of little importance in this 
part of the country. Bees affect¬ 
ed by this ailment, the cause of 
which is unknown, tremble and 
have a dark, greasy appearance. j 

Diseases of the brood, however, 
are of much more concern to the 
beekeeper, The most important 
o>fi these are: American Foul- 
brood, caused by an -organism 
called Bacillus larvae, which will 
eventually destroy a colony un¬ 
less man ntervenes and treats it;! 
European Foulbrood, caused by 
Bacillus pluton, which may be 
overcome by a strong colony; and 
Sacbrood, caused by an un-p 
known, exceedingly minute or¬ 
gan. 

The first two diseases every 
year cause very heavy losses 
throughout the country, and it 
should be each beekeeper’s busi¬ 
ness to become familiar with the 
symptoms and the prescribed 
treatment for such. If he has no 
literature on the subject he may 
secure a copy of “Bee Diseases" 
from the Bee Division at the Cen¬ 
tral Experimental Farm Ottawa.
